AL the. mecting of the Sanitary Board 
yesterday, the report of the cammittes ap- 
pointed to consider the suggestions® of Dr 
Clurk. for redricing the excessive infant 
mortality. of tho evlony was submitted. - 

Hon. W. Chatham, who prosided, pro- 
posed that the report be sdupted'and for-’ 
warded to tho Guvernment, —- 

Mr May said that in. his opinion the tn- 
fant mortality was greatly oxaggerated hy 
the Medicul Officer of Health, and that the 
importation of infants had been left: out.in 
the count.

Chinese coming inte the colony during thé 
year had been estimatod at 10,000, and he
